Continuation of Substance of Interview Including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the major differences between the disclosed invention 
and the inventions of Baird and E.P. 714 including but not limited to: (1) the fact that Baird employed a heat shrinkable 
material so that in the finished assembly the precursor web was shrilled and/or contracted and not in a "flat" state with 
the "active" elastic material and; (2) the fact that E.P. 714 employed a "composite elastic" which included a material 
which was elongated and dimensionally changed when the elastic was activated wherein the material which was 
distorted was part of the elastic and not part of the precursor web. Noted that the claims do not require that the elastic 
be "active" and the assembly still be in a flat state and additionally do not recite that the assembly was stretched to 
tension the elastics after assembly rather than contracted to make the assembly elastic as in the processing with heat 
shrinkable elastics. Applciant agreed to include further positive limitations relating to the elastics and/or the 
stretchability of the precursor web as well as the formation of a flat assembly in the claims and proposed such an 
amendment in an RCE application. Further search and/or consideration will be given at such time by the examiner . 
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
